Since the panic which began in 


1907 
the steel trust has adhered stub- 


Hornly to the prices which it had fixed 
before the financial 
trouble began, 


thus becoming a most important, if 
not the chief factor, in continuing the 
business depression. But the power- 
ful and arrogant trust has been com- 
pelled to lower its prices and it now 
announces that it will sell in an open 
market Decause the few independent 
steel makers cut their schedule of 
prices sharply on structural steel, 
which resulted in a Ijuilding boom in 
several sections of the country and 
brought a rush of orders. 


It was the competition created by 


the 
independents 
that, forced 
the 


trust to abandon its high prices in 
spite of the fact that it controls 80 
per cent of the supply of iron ore and 
about 75 per cent of the manufactur- 
ing facilities. 
But it is generally un- 


derstood that in meeting the cuts of 
the independents the steel trust is 
preparing for a price war with the 
purpose of driving the outside steel 
makers to the wall, stamping out all 
competition and making Its monopoly 
absolute. 
When these things 
shall 


have been accomplished its prices wti! 
be raised again to the old figures, and, 
perhaps, pat several notches higher. 


It is an interesting fact that a few 


weeks ago the officials of the trust 
testifying before t^e ways awl means 
committee at Washington, D. C.. ar- 
! gued against any reduction of the 
I tariff duties on steel and iron prod- 
| ucts on the ground that the interests 
iof the small manufacturers would be 
i imperiled. 
Therefore it 
is 
evident 


;tbat the trust's declaration of war on 
the independent steel makers is strik- 
ingly inconsistent with its recent so- 
licitude for their welfare, which, it 
| was asserted,-would be seriously men- 
'aced if the steel duties of the tariff 
[were reduced. 
' 
In the present situation congress 


j should b« able to sec Us duty clearly. 
jit should. If it desires to be fair and 
|just, remove all tariff protection on 
istepl and iron, and put the war of the 
I steel trust on an e-qual footing as far 
[as possible by permitting the small

Mexico,

Near the Great Kails of the Missouri 
n aorttxeniral Moniaaa are some 
v*ry large springs that present cer- 
tain y^ique geologic feature* and t-ug- 
gect aa Interesting problem a* to the 
>ource of tht- »aifr. These springs, 
known local!} a. Giant Springs, were 
rhscovered in l$i>4 by Captain Lewis, 
of the Lewis and Clark expedition, 
who described them as the "largest 
fountain in the United States." 


These springs, which are on the 


south side of Missouri River, about 
three miles below the town of Great 
lli. Montana, i&sue through large 


points in a medium to coarse-grained 
sandstone on the tatnk of the river at 
the water's edge and in the bed of the 
river itself. The situation of 
the 
springs makes exact measurement of 
their flow very difficult, but the differ- 
ence between two measurements of 
the flow of the Missouri—one above 
and the other below the springs—ha* 
been assumed to -be th» quantity of 
water furnished to the river by the 
springs. According to E. T. Nettleton. 
this amount is approximately 638 
cubic feet it second—the equivalent of 
more than 400.000.000 gallons every 
24 hours—a veritable underground 
river. The water, which boils up with 
considerable force. Is clear and rela- 
tively pure, cc^tsinlng no more dis- 
solved salts thau &e average welt 
water of the Great Falls region. Jt 
has a temperature uf about 50° F. 


Report by the Geological Survey. 
In connection with an Investigation 
of the geology and water resources of 
the Great Falls region, C. A. Fisher, 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, made a careful study of the geo- 
logic relations at the springs, from 
which he concluded that their water 
is derived from the sub-river flow of 
the Missouri that leaves its valley 
•near the mouth of Sand Coulee and 
passes down a cbanne] that was oc- 
cupied by the river in preglacial tim*. 
From Gibson Flat, an oxbrfw of this 
old river channel, the water makes its 
escape by a subterranean passage 
through porous sandstones and Bandy 
shales to the present Missouri River, 
where it appears in Giant Springs. 
Mr. Fisher believes that the jointing 
in these rocks is an important factor 
In the underground movement of the 
water and states that well borings in 
lower Sand Coulee and Gibson Flat 
demonstrate that the materials filling 
the old valley are largely coarse river 
sediments well adapted for the rap! 
percolation of water. 


No use is made of the water of ihe 
Giant Brings. 


Mr. Fisher's report on the water re- 
sources of the Giant Falls region has 
been published by the Geological Sur- 
vey as Water-Supply Paper 221, copies 
of which may be. obtained free of 
charge by applying to the Director of 
the Survey at Washington, D. C.

Congress has at last 
agreed 
to 


make one more experiment in seat- 
ing the house of representatives and 
has made an appropriation for the 
change, which will not be instituted 
until after the close of the extra ses- 
sion. 
The experiment was first tried be- 


fore the beginning of the Civil war, 
but there was a blunder in construc- 
tion and it lasted only for a single 
session. Now it is proposed to sub- 
stitute chairs with arms sufficiently 
broad on the side to permit writing, 
and all are to be grouped ia semi- 
circles close to the desk of the speak- 
er. This will permit of reducing the 
size of the present chamber by at 
least one-third, and it is also pro- 
posed to cive direct entrance to day- 
light, though this feature may not 
l)e Introduced at once. 


The necessity for the change has 


been apparent for many yeaps and 
is adopted at last because the mem- 
bership of the body is now large and 
5s certain to be increased after the 
next census. The noise of slamming 
desks is great, while the 
acoustic 


properties of the chamber are such 
that ono can be heard with difficulty 
unless possessed 
of 
a 
stentorian 


voice. 
For many years oratory in 


the house has become 
a lost art. 


Long speeches are occasionally made 
h> 
members with 
bull-of-Bashan 


voices, but in the effort to he heard 
all the arts of the rhetorician are 
lost. 


It is true that in 
this practical 


nc,e of legislation most of the work 
is transferred 
to

room, but there are 
times 
when 


great questions should be discussed 
freely iu a lucid and logical man- 
ner. 
It is not often that speeches 


change the vote of the house, but. 
such things do occur and ought to 


elli if adequate reasons 
can,

presented.

is now provided with a comfortable 
room in the new office building, so 
that there is no need for him to take 
up his time in the chambei wijltiiig 
letters.
